Interested parties are hereby notified that the U1.S. Army Corps of Engineers (Corps) and the Washington
Department of Ecology (Ecology) have received an application to perform work in waters of the United States as
described below and shown on the enclosed drawings.

The Corps will review the work in accordance with Section 404 of the Clean Water Act (CWA) and Section 10 of
the Rivers and Harbors Act. Ecology will review the work pursuant to Section 401 of the CWA, with applicable
provisions of State water poilution control laws and the Coastal Zone Management Act.

LOCATION: In Lake Chelan, and in a tributary of Lake Chelan, at Chelan, Chelan County, Washington

WORK: Construct a 10-slip community pier (2,280 square feet of overwater coverage, 110 feet extent from
OHWM) with 24 steel piling in 24 conerete footings; remove an existing swim float.

PURPOSE: To provide recreational lake access and boat moorage.

MITIGATION: Instail lal ge woody debris (twelve LWD structures with 36 whole mature fruit trees (8-10 feet
each) with limbs and rootwads attached and anchored to the lake bed)) providing 2,304 square feet of habitat.

ENDANGERED SPECIES: The Endangered Specées Act (ESA) requires federal agencies to consult with the
National Marine Fisheries Service (NMFS) and/or U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) pursuant fo Section 7

of ESA on all actions that may affect a species listed (or proposed for listing) under the ESA as threatened or
endangered or any designated critical habitat. After receipt of comments from this public notice, the U.S. Army
Corps of Engineers will evaluate the potential impacts to proposed and/or listed species and their designated critical
habitat.

ESSENTIAL FISH HABITAT: The Magnuson-Stevens Fishery Conservation and Management Act, as amended
by the Sustainable Fisheries Act of 1996, requires all Federal agencies to consult with the NMFS on alf actions, or
proposed actions, permitted, funded, or undertaken by the agency, that may adversely affect Essential Fish Habitat
(EFH). There is no area of EFH on Lake Chelan. Because of this, the Corps has determined that the proposed
action would not impact EFH.

CULTURAL RESOURCES: The District Engineer has reviewed the latest published version of the National
Register of Historic Places, lists of properties determined eligible and other sources of information. The permit
area is likely to yield resources eligible for inclusion in the National Register. An investigation for the presence of
potentially eligible historic properties is justified.

The District Engineer invites responses to this public notice from Native American Nations or tribal governments;
Federal, State, and local agencies; historical and archeological socicties; and other parties likely to have knowledge
of or concerns with hisforic properties in the area. This public notice initiates consultation under Section 196 of the
National Historic Preservation Act (36 CFR 800.4[a][3]), with any Tribe that has information or concerns with
historic properties i the proposed permit area.

PUBLIC HEARING: Any person may request, in writing, within the comment period specified in this notice, that
a public hearing be held to consider this application. Requests for public hearings shall state, with particularity, the
reasons for holding a public hearing.

EVALUATION: The decision whether to issue a permit will be based on an evaluation of the probable impacts,
including cumulative impacts, of the proposed activity on the public interest. That decision will reflect the national
concern for both protection and utilization of important resources. The benefits, which reasonably may be expected
to accrue from the proposal, must be balanced against its reasonably foreseeable detriments. All factors which may
be relevant to the proposal will be considered, including the cumulative effects thereof; among those are
conservation, economics, aesthetics, general environmental concerns, wetlands, historic properties, fish and wildlife
values, flood hazards, floodplain values, land use, navigation, shoreline erosion and accretion, recreation, water
supply and conservation, water quality, energy needs, safety, food and fiber production, mineral needs,
considerations of property ownership, and, in general, the needs and welfare of the people.

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers is soliciting comments from the public; Native American Nations or tribal
governments; Federal, State, and local agencies and officials; and other interested parties in order to consider and
evaluate the impacts of this activity, Any comments received will be considered by the Corps to determine whether
to 1ssue, modify, condition or deny a permit for the work, To make this decision, comments are used to assess
mmpacts on endangered species, historic properties, water quality, general environmental effects, and the other
public interest factors listed above. Cornments are used in the preparation of an Environmental Assessment and/or
an Environmental Impact Statement pursuant to the National Environmental Policy Act. Comments are also used
to determine the need for a public hearing and to determine the overall public interest of the activity.

EVALUATION—ECOLOGY: Ecology is soliciting comments from the public; Federai, Native American
Nations or tribal governments, State, and local agencies and officials; and other interested parties in order to
consider and evaluate the impacts of this activity. Ecology will be considering all comments to determine whether
to certify or deny certification for the proposed project.
